New theft prevention program kicks off

A local RCMP officer is launching a 
new theft prevention .program that he 
hopes will help residents and police com¬ 
bat theft in the area. 

Const. Terry Willard, who joined the 
Didsbury detachment six months ago, has 
designed log sheets for residents to fill out 
with personal items that include every¬ 
thing from cameras and jewelry, all the 
way to llamas 
That’s right - llamas. 

Const. Willard said many animals are 
tattood or branded, but most of us could¬ 
n’t describe them offhand. 

So he recommends picking up the forms 
at participating businesses around town 
and logging as many items as you can in 
the space provided. 


“Take it, fill it out, keep it in a safe place, 
and maybe even give a copy to another 
person if they don’t have a safe,” he said. 

“And then when the time comes when 
something is lost or stolen, either call in, 
or come into the station and bring this to 
us." 

The information will then be stored in 
the RCMP’s computer database. 

“In there we can actually type in make, 
model, serial number and when some¬ 
thing gets lost or found we can typo it in 
there and boom, it comes up this may be 
connected to this person," he said. 

Cst. Willard said the benefits of a pro¬ 
gram like this one are two-fold. 

It means police can better locate the 
owners of the items they recover, a 
process that can be very difficult without 
a system like this in place. 

“I feel bad when people come in and say, 


this and this is gone and they want it back, 
and just knowing that I could have a 
chance to get it back to them is great,” 
said Willard. 

“Those calls mount and they mount, and 
if we can actually do something like that it 
makes you feel like your job’s worth 
something. If I can even get one person to 
get their stuff back it’ll be a success to 
me.” 

It also means police have a better 
chance of locating suspects. 

"We had a break and enter last week and 
we were able to match up the shoe prints 
to the guy we arrested to the one that was 
on the scene. It’s the same thing with a 
serial number, it’ll bring it back to the per¬ 
son," he said. 

“It’s a small tool, but every little bit that 
we can do to help get this stuff back and 
get an arrest is great," said Willard. 


He recommends that people also take 
photos of the items they log, especially 
those that don’t have serial numbers, like 
jewelry. 

While Willard believes most people 
think logging personal items and property 
is common sense, few actually do it. 

“By me generating this, if they see it 
somewhere, hopefully they’ll pick it up 
and say “oh, that’s a good idea" and it’ll 
kind of plant tile seed," he said. 

Forms can be obtained through Citizens 
On Patrol, Rural Crime Watch, Didsbury 
Mini Storage, Kreukers Hardware and 
Fanil Supplies, Mountain View Motors, 
Carstairs Ford, Mountain View Credit 
Union (in Didsbury and Cremona), and at 
the Didsbury RCMP detachment.

“Now I’ll get a call and I’m like, ‘OK, it’s 
by this guy’s place,” said Willard. 

“I applaud the taxi cab drivers of the 
world though.” 

Like DeCoste, Willard put his police 
career on the back burner for years. 

At the time, ROMP officers were required 
to be biliingual and he didn’t speak french. 

Instead, he went back to school to study 
marketing and began a career in sports 
marketing, selling mascots to professional 
teams. 

“A lot of my jobs were confined to an 
office and on a phone, and never really- 
meeting the peope 1 was dealing with,” he 
said. 

“Now with this, I’m out there and I’m get¬ 
ting to be everywhere.” 

Willard’s wife is happy with his career 
change, which means less time on the road 
and more time at home. 

“This is the most happy we’ve been in our 
lives with this profession, so everything is 
perfect,” said Willard. 

Didsbury was one of his top five choices 
for his first posting. 

“You come up with a dream list and if 
you’re lucky you’ll get one of those place¬ 
ments,” he said. 

“I got lucky.” 

Coming from Grande Prairie, Willard 
said he was done with being up north, and 
he’d already lived in Calgary and Red Deer, 
but wanted to move to a smaller communi- 


Despite having been separated by six 
provinces, Didsbury’s two newest RCMP 
members have a lot in common. 

Constables Terry Willard and Jason 
DeCoste both dreamed of becoming police 
officers at a young age, but neither took the 
plunge until later in life. 

Cst. DeCoste, who hails from Charlos 
Cove, Nova Scotia, remembers the fascina¬ 
tion beginning when he was about eight 
years old, but when he married his wife 
Wiuida at 22 and started a family, he decid¬ 
ed to work as a carpenter instead, offering 
his young family stability. 

Once his two sons, Sam, 10, and Cordell, 
8, got a little older and were better able to 
understand what police work is all about, 
DeCoste decided to finally go for it. 

“I figured now’s the proper time,” he said. 

DeCoste worked first as an auxiliary offi¬ 
cer in Charlos Cove for a year and a half to 
prepare for the transition to a full-fledged 
officer, and to get his family used to seeing 
him in a uniform. 

“It’s still kind of surreal that I’m an actu¬ 
al member now and here we are in another 
province,” said DeCoste. 

Waking up and looking out the window 
to find the ocean is no longer there, is 
sometimes a shock to DeCoste, who’s only 
been in Didsbury for a month, but he likes 
the new landscape too. 

“Back home you rarely see a horse, so I 
enjoy seeing the horses in the fields," he 
said. 

DeCoste said he’s looking forward to 
policing Didsbury and the surrounding 
area, but navigating such a vast area is 
proving c hallenging. 

“I was amazed, trying to get my head 
around the range roads,” he said. 

“Nobody has a fixed address, everybody 
just has post office address.” 

When rural residents try to tell him 
where they live, they tend to say “I live next 
to this guy," making directions tough for 
the newcomer. 


After just six months on the job, Willard 
is already asking if the typical five-year 
post can ever be extended. 

“If I could stay in Didsbury for seven to 
10 years I’d be happy,” he said. 

DeCoste’s and Willard's fellow officers 
are equally as glad they chose Didsbury, 
offering relief to the strapped detachment.

The community is pulling together to 
give the Didsbury and District Historical 
Museum a much-needed facelift, just in 
time for its 100th anniversary this fall. 

Longhorn Painting 
recently supplied paint for 
the reading room and a 
crew of painters, including 
Robert and Dianna Steer, 

Cheryl Anderson and Tim 
Miller, offered their time. 

Then, Ed and Ted 
Billingham, with T.E.D.’s 
Construction in Carstairs, 
and Findlay’s Crains, out of 
Olds, teamed up to do 
phase one of repairs to the 
bell tower for a discounted 
price. 

But when museum staff 
went to pay them, the deal was even better 
than they’d thought it would be. 

“I think they felt good about working on 
this building and when it came time to pay, 
we only had to pay less than $800 and we 
had alotted $2,400,” said Shirley Dorin. 

“He didn’t charge us for setting up, tak¬ 
ing down, travel. It came out to be an 
absolute dream for us.” 

When Ted was up on the crane, he com¬ 
mented that, “there’s just not another 
building built like it." 

“He said if it had been any other build¬ 
ing, with the water that’s come in there for 
10 years, the building would have been 
toast,” said Dorin. 

She anticipates that years down the road 
when the new high school is considered 
old and there is talk of replacing it again, 


the original school building that now hous¬ 
es the museum will still be magnificent. 

But it will take a lot of restoration work 
to keep it looking beautiful. 

The sidewalks have heaved and cracked 
due to water damage, the interior of the 
building has to be scraped, mudded and 
painted, and eavestroughs 
need to be replaced. 

The museum board 
hopes proceeds from its 
upcoming turkey dinner 
will offer a boost and that it 
be able to spruce the build¬ 
ing up a bit more for the 
centennial homecoming 
celebration planned for 
September. 

The turkey buffet takes 
place Feb. 17 at the 
Memorial Complex, during 
which a queen sized quilt 
made by Theresa McNeil 
will be raffled off.

Emergency 
health care 

in crisis 



The state of emergency health 
care, or health care in general for 
that matter, in this province is 
enough to make anyone sick. 

And it’s only going to get worse. 

In the last month alone, four 
‘red alerts’ were issued in 
Calgary, meaning no ambulances 
wert' available to take calls. 


That’s because paramedics are being made to act 
as nurses, maiming patients for hours on end in 
overcrowded hospital emergency rooms. 

Mountain View Regional Emergency Services per¬ 
sonnel had a 16-hour wait at a Calgary hospital 
recently and, for the first time in history, were 
unable to unload a patient upon arrival at the 
Didbsury Hospital in 2006. 

Back in September, MVRES Executive Director 
Nick Thain said on one particularly busy day, he got 
a call that his single available crew, heading back to 
the station from Red Deer, was the only ambulance 
available from Red Deer to Cochrane. 

If a call had come in from Cochrane, that ambu¬ 
lance would have been the quickest to respond 
from an hour and a half away. 

Last year in Calgary, there were a total of 15 red 
alerts , compared to 2005 when a single red alert 
was called all year. 

There's a reason it’s called “red alert". It should 
alert the government that something needs to be 
done, and done quickly. 

The powers that be need to stop blaming hospitals 
for failing in the efficiency department, and start 
taking responsibility. 

It was the government that recklessly cut away at 
health care in the ‘90s and decided to implode the 
General hospital, and close down both the Holy 
Cross and Grace hospitals. 

That 1990s fiscal conservatism that led to health 
care “restructuring”, had surprising support. 

U of A health economist Richard Plain said the 
delivery of health care had changed and “we don’t 
need as many hospital beds as we once did.” 

Bud McCaig, then chairman of the Calgary 
Regional Health Authority, saw the cuts as an 
opportunity “to build a better system at a lower 
cost.” 

Now the system is in a crisis and the Region is 
watching the government play catch-up, or at least 
watching government officials make promises that 
they will try to catch up. 

Unfortunately, the government's inability in the 
‘90s to look ahead to the future has sent the entire 
system into a tailspin and it will take surgical preci¬ 
sion to repair the damage. 

There simply aren’t enough beds, enough doctors, 
enough nurses, enough EMS or enough dollars to 
provide adequate primary medical care to 
Albertans. 

Alberta’s new Premier, Ed Stelmach, has commit¬ 
ted to loosening immigrat ion procedures for bring- 
ing in more foreign doctors. 

And the province is conducting a review of ambu¬ 
lance services in response to wait times and EMS 
concerns. 

Whether this review will have any tangible effect, 
or will simply be tucked away in a filing cabinet 
somewhere is questionable, but tiie reiil question is 
how honest is “Honest Ed”?

Fellow animal lover agrees municiapal 
compassion lacking

1 agree with you 100 per 
cent, it should be the respective 
municipality’s responsibility to step 
up and take care of unfortunate situ¬ 
ations like the one in question. If my 
town “leaders” won’t step up, I most 
certainly will. I would be more than 
happy to help you with the cat’s 
medical care fees. I will be contact¬ 
ing Krebs Vet Services tomorrow to 
see how I can help. Your caring 
actions should not be punished, but 
rewarded tenfold. Thank you. 

It is truly unfortunate, however, 
the reply you received from 
Didsbury’s bylaw officer did not 
suprise me in any way, shape or 
form. I have personally contacted 
Didsbury’s by-law officer numerous 
times in the seven years 1 have lived 
here, regarding animals I was con¬ 
cerned about, many t imes receiving 
the same emotionless reply you did. 
Being told by Didsbury’s CAO, 

“either pay up or don’t rescue the 
animal" was initially shocking to me. 


This past October, when I started 
the “Stop Animal Cruelty Petition”, 
after Daisy Duke’s sadistic and hor¬ 
rific torture, I received a similar lack 
of compassion from our town’s 
mayor, if you can believe it. Before 
circulating a petition in the public, it 
is recommended having a mayor, MP 
or MLA take a look at it to make 
sure it meets all the requirements in 
order for it to be presented to the 
House of Commons. I first contacted 
our mayor, only to meet huge resist¬ 
ance.

A Calgary entrepreneur whose idea is becoming w ildly 
successful, says Didsbury is a big reason for that success.

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Four more horses 
found dead near 
Sundre

on Jan. 24 about two kilo¬ 
metres from the latest 
horses were found, say 
Fish and Wildlife officials. 

Sometime between Jan. 
19 and Jan. 22 the moose 
and the deer killed on 
Parker’s Ridge, southwest 
of Bearberry. 

The deer was discovered 
lying dead on Crown land 
by Sundre forest officer 
Rick Smee, who was in the 
area investigating the 
shooting of the four feral 
horses. 

When Sundre Fish and 
Wildlife officer Mark 
Hoskin, along with Smee, 
were looking for evidence 
around the deer, they dis¬ 
covered the moose lying 
dead about 50 feet away. 

The moose had been par¬ 
tially eaten by predators, 
and the head of the deer 
had been taken. 

Both animals were lying 
near a roadway, about two 
kilometres from the latest 
horse killings. 

“They are all right along 
the same roadway,” said 
Hoskin. 

On Jan. 25, Hoskin used 
a metal detector to search 
for evidence, uncovering a 
man's watch at the deer 
site and two bullets at the 
moose site. 

The watch is a man’s 
Timex Seattle Seahawks 
commemorative model, 
silver in colour with a blue 
face. The bullets were 
being examined to deter¬ 
mine their calibre. 

Evidence collected from 


the deer and moose sites is 
being shared with the 
ROMP investigator looking 
into the horse shootings, 
said Hoskin. 

“At this point we can’t 
say there is a definite con¬ 
nection,” said Hoskin, 
adding a link has not been 
ruled out. 

There is no hunting sea¬ 
son for moose or deer 
open in the area in ques¬ 
tion in January, he said. 

“This is a poaching inci¬ 
dent, not a hunting inci¬ 
dent,” he said. 

RCMP Cpl Heaslip said 
he will be seeking links 
between the shootings. 

“We haven’t established 
a forensic link as of yet. 
However, if you are a bet¬ 
ting man you could proba¬ 
bly put a couple bucks on 
that one. We’re going to 
work together on this. We 
have to establish a definite 
link," said Heaslip. 

“A bullet going through 
muscle mass collects DNA 
as it’s going through, the 
DNA stays on that, so 
you’ve got bullet, you’ve 
got DNA. Now we find the 
gun and it goes bullet-to- 
horse-to-gun," he said. 

Anyone with informa¬ 
tion about the horse 
killings is being asked to 
contact Sundre RCMP at 1- 
403-638-3675. Anyone with 
information on the moose 
and deer killings should 
call Sundre Fish and 
Wildlife office at 638-3675 
or Report-A-Poacher at 1- 
800-642-3800. 


Four more feral horses 
have been found shot and 
left to rot on Crown land 
west of Sundre, prompting 
police to ramp up the 
search for the person or 
persons responsible for 
killing at least seven of the 
horses within the last 
month. 

The horses - three 
adults and one colt - were 
found lying in pairs about 
200 metres apart on Jan.

Members of the Olds- 
based Wild Horses of 
Alberta Society found the 
animals lying dead on land 
off a pipeline roadway. 

“I couldn’t find any evi¬ 
dence of it right now, but I 
will presume they were 
shot,” said Sundre Forest 
officer Rick Smee, noting 
wolves had eaten most of 
the animals. 

He estimates the animals 
were killed sometime in 
late December or early 
January. 

Three other horses - a 
mare and two younger 
horses - were found shot 
and left to rot on Crown 
land on Jan. 1. The latest 
four were found about 10 
kilometres west of the first 
three. 

RCMP Corporal Dave 
Heaslip, with the North 
Alberta Livestock 

Investigation Unit, is lead¬ 
ing the investigation into 
all the shootings. 

“This looks like it’s our 
shooter again," said 
Heaslip. “I’m really hoping 
somebody will give me a 
call on this.” 

On Jan. 25 Heaslip went 
to the scene and recovered 
a 30 calibre bullet from the 
most recent site of the 
horse killings. 

“It was a pretty grue¬ 
some sight," he said. “You 
could see the one horse 
had laid down and it took a 
while to die, and you could 
see where it had laid there 
and basically melted the 
ice and snow underneath 
the tree where it died." 

The same calibre of bul¬ 
let was recovered from 
one of the three horses 
discovered Jan. 1. 

Heaslip, who said the lat¬ 
est killings are believed to 
be related the earlier 
killings, has received 
numerous tips about the 
shootings. He is now ask¬ 
ing for public tips. 

In all, 20 feral horses 
have been shot and left to 
rot in the area west of 
Sundre sinc e Sept. 2004. 

WHOAS is offering a 
$6,500 reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to the convic¬ 
tion of the person or per¬ 
sons responsible. 

“It’s just sick what is 
going on,” said Bob 
Henderson, president of 
WHOAS. 

“It’s just such a waste.” 

Meanwhile, a moose 
cow and a mule deer were 
found shot and left to rot

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Parents educated on Internet safety 

Former RCMP officer addressed concerns at meeting

Local parents are taking action 
to keep their kids safe while surf¬ 
ing the Internet after reports of 
bullying and harassment online. 

The case of a 13-year-old Olds 
girl who met up with an online 
friend in person sparked the 
Deer Meadow School parent 
council to invite Rick Peterson, a 
retired Calgary police officer, to 
Olds to talk about Internet safe¬ 
ty 

“The parent whose daughter 
met someone, that was like, oh 
my gosh is this happening in 
Olds?” said Heather Venneman, 
head of the Deer Meadow parent 
council. 

“We’re not exempt from it, our 
kids are at risk, it is out there. So 
that’s when we really realized 
that parents need help." 

Peterson spoke to a group of 
about 50 concerned parents on 
the evening of Jan. 23. 

“If 1 thought I could come to 
Olds and there wa« no problem 
with the Internet here then I’d be 


a fool,” he said. 

“(Parents) are just really con¬ 
fused about what their kids can 
do on the computers, and all the 
chat lines and social networking 
is the area that they’re most con¬ 
cerned about." 

Peterson is pail of Dare to 
Care, a group that tours Alberla 
speaking to kids and adults 
about the Internet, bullying, 
drugs and alcohol. 

After 26 years in the police 
force, Peterson said he joined 
Dare to Care to prevent kids 
from getting into trouble. 

“It only takes a little bit of edu¬ 
cation," he said. 

“Parents say, 1 don’t under¬ 
stand and they don’t want to 
look silly and so they don’t say 
anything. Well, that’s worse. 
They’re better off to just say, I 
don’t understand, tell me what 
you’re doing.” 

Peterson recommended par¬ 
ents surf the same Web sites as 
their kids and create their own 
profiles in chat programs like 
MSN Messenger, Nexopia and 
MySpace. 


After talking to other parents, 
Venneman realized she didn’t 
know what her kids were doing 
on the Internet either. 

“It’s not going to go 
away and you have to 
face your fears about 
it so you can protect 
your kids and protect 
yourself. ”

“My kids, they would minimize 
their pictures as I walked by and 
that’s a signal that maybe, you 
think you’re in control, you have 
the computer in an open place, 
you know they’re on MSN 
(Messenger) but you know who 
they’re talking to, but they still 
did more than I thought they 
were," she said. 


“It’s not going to go away and 
you have to face your fears 
about it so you can protect your 
kids and protect yourself.” 

With over 260 million porno¬ 
graphic sites on the Internet, 
Peterson said parents must 
educate their children to be 
honest about what they 
encounter. 

“Praise them for telling you 
then educate them what hap¬ 
pened. Don’t give 'em heck,” he 
said. 

Parents should agree on rules 
with their children, like length 
of time allowed on the Internet 
and which sites and programs 
are permitted. 

“If the kids are set up well and 
they have a small group (of 
friends online) and they know 
what the rules are, then they’re 
safe.” 

Peterson said if parents are 
worried about what their chil¬ 
dren are doing online, they 
could choose to install monitor¬ 
ing software on their computer 
that tracks all activity. 

“It’s a dilemma because this is 


a real invasion of privacy. It’s 
like reading their diary," he said. 

“On the other hand, you might 
make a decision that your 
child’s safety is worth it." 

When it comes to safety, 
Peterson said chat rooms and 
social net works pose the biggest 
risks. He has two rules to 
remember when navigating 
these sites: everybody lies and 
everybody is a stranger. 

And some can be dangerous. 

“They will spend as much time 
as they possibly need. They are 
manipulative. They are cun¬ 
ning," said Peterson. 

“Almost every time, there is 
onlyone intent and that is sex." 

Venneman said the presenta¬ 
tion left her shell-shocked and 
scared for her childrens’ online 
safety. 

“They think it’s only going to 
be their friends looking at them 
and stuff and they don’t realize 
it’s the world," she said. 

“Hopefully, parents from Olds 
will just take this and it’ll grow 
and have that ripple effect, that 
we can protect our kids more."

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A family that mushes together, stays together

For the Wannamaker family, 
sled dog racing Ls more than a 
sport, it’s a lifestyle. 

Now in their 12th year of mash¬ 
ing, the Wannamakers - Dad Rick, 
Mom Deana and their two daugh¬ 
ters, Rachel and Chelsea - com¬ 
pete with the best of the best, and 
have more than their fair share of 
wins under their belts. 

But their success, while proudly 
celebrated, Ls really just a byprod¬ 
uct of the greater reason they 
chose this lifestyle. 

“I used to coach hockey and my 
wife said it’s maybe time 1 started 
raising my own kids instead of 
everybody else’s,” said Rick. 

“So we tried to find a sport that 
we could all do. I have two girls 
and this is one sport that we could 
all do." 

Rather than starting out slowly 
with their own breeding program, 
Rick and Deana went straight to 
the top, buying their first dogs 
from a four-time Iditerod champi¬ 
on. 

Then all that was left to do was 
get bundled up, get out there, and 
get ready to learn. 

When they first started out, Rick 
would ride in the lead with five 
dogs, Deana would take the tail 
end with another four or five, and 
the girls, then nine and 11, would 
be in the middle with three each. 

“When a kid fell off, Deana

would pick the kid up and I’d 
catch the team.,’’ said Rick. 

“It was a real hoot.” 

Ixx>kiiig back, Rachel is glad she 
had the chance to grow up this 
way. 

“It’s been awesome," she said. 

“It’s still awesome." 

Being naturally competitive, it 
didn't take the Wannamakers long 
to get into competitive racing. 

They started in the sprint cate¬ 
gory, with Deana taking most of 
the glory. 

In a sport with no age, size or or 
gender categories, Rick found 
keeping up to smaller and lighter 
competitors, like Deana, tough. 

“So my wife took the best team 
and she never got beat," said Rick. 

“I’d trained those dogs to pull 
big fat me.” 

Rick then moved into distance 
racing where strength is an asset 
on rougher courses that oftgen 
require the rnusher to help the 
dogs out by pushing the sled. 

“He does the extreme mushing,” 
said Deana 

“Rachel and I do the fun mush¬ 
ing.” 

The youngest Wannamaker, 
Chelsea, has since moved to 
Calgary, but still races occasional¬ 
ly in sprint competitons. 

For the whole family, Rick’s dis¬ 
tance racing means serious train¬ 
ing. 

“It’s nuts,’ said Rick. 

“We have to put on 125 miles a 
week on these guys (dogs)." 


Training starts as early as 
August using quads instead of 
sleds. 

Tlu* Wannamakers train 14 dogs 
for the 12-dog race, using two as 
alternates in case one of the dogs 
gets iqjured or falls ill. 

Most serious mushers train clos¬ 
er to 25 dogs, but Rick and I leana 
like to keep things simple. 

“We do it becaase it costs so 
much and you have too many peo¬ 
ple involved in the training 
process,” said Rick. 

“This way my wife and me can 
do it ourselves.” 

It’s still a lot of work. They own 
a total of 38 dogs, including pup¬ 
pies, that all need to be fed, 
groomed and trained. 

None of it comes cheap, but the 
Wannamakers feel it’s been worth 
every dollar, because it’s allowed 
the family to grow - and expand, 
by 38 members - together. 

“Rule number one is get your 
wife involved first before you 
spend a whole bunch of money,” 
joked Rick. 

And involved she is. 

Besides taking on half the dog 
training, Deana also takes care of 
Rick and the dogs during the gru¬ 
elling, multi-day races. 

She’s there waiting at each 
checkpoint to help feed, water and 
massage the dogs. And once 
they’re settled, she then takes care 
of Rick, making sure he eats 
enough, gets enough rest and lus 
mind is in the right place.

She also offers advice and acts 
as a springboard for Rick to 
bounce his plans off of. 

“If I told you it was a one-man 
thing I’d be lying,” said Rick of his 
mushing successes. 

“My wife helps a lot, and I mean 
a lot.” 

Rick said Deana is the nucleus 
that keeps everything running 
smoothly and the family enjoying 
the sport. 

“Lots of times you have to work 
and you’re tired, you’re sitting at 
the doorstep with your head in 


your hands, and you can’t even put 
one foot in front of the other,” said 
Rick. 

“She’ll kick me in the butt and 
say ‘get going’ and we go.” 

Tomorrow, when Rick and his 
team of dogs take to the starting 
line of the Canadian Challenge, 
Canada’s premier sled dog race, 
Deana will be right there pushing 
him along as always.
